ATHENS (By airmail)——In 
Greece I have heard foreign vi:- 
itors say contemptuously, ‘the 
Greek government admits there 
are at most 30,000 fighting guer- 
rillas while the Greek army has 
197,000 men. Why can't they 
clean up?” The implication is 
that the Greek army is without 
mcrale and that the population 
is siding with the guerrillas. 

Wait a minute. The United 
States is 20 times as large and 
populous as Greece, and unlike 
Greece there is more than a small 
margin of wealth in our own 
country between ourselves and 
starvation. But suppose we had 
600,000 gangsters — aimost the 
size of our proposed new army— 
organized in units throughout 
the ccuntry under a single, high- 
ly disciplined command. Suppose 
their object was to disorganize 
the country by terrorizing farm- 
ers, kidnapping children, blow- 
ing up bridges, burning crops 
and wrecking factories, and that 
they did this, not by open at- 
tack, but by moving in small 
armed gangs, etriking at night. 

Suppose they had so terror- 
ized the small towns and farm- 
ers that 14,000,000 villagers and 
farmers had fled to cur larger 
cities for protection, where there 
was no housing except make- 
shift camps, and that all the 
field; and factories thus de- 
serted were put out of produc- 
tion? Suppose further that these 
gangsters had gone into action 
after a war which had ended in 
four years’ occupation by a fer- 
eign enemy, who had disarmed 
us, Smashed our ports, wrecked 
our railroads and stripped the 
country.

How many soldiers aii police 
and how much external aid do 
you think we would need to 
clean up such a situaiion? 


Yet that has been the situation 
in Greece. At the end of the 
German occupation, Eam and 
Elas, Communist-led, held the 
whole country except the center 
of Athens. Under order of Win- 
ston Churchill, British forces in 
Athens acted and drove them 
back into the hills, leaving a 
graveyard of Britisn dead in the 
Athens suburbs. 

A Greek army was re-formed, 
and today, under the command 
of General Papagos—-who did 
service in a German concentra- 
tion camp after leading Greece 
to victory against the Italians 
and with the advice and aid of 
an American military mission 
under Gen. James Van Fleet, it 
haz begun the use of new tac- 
tics. These consist of systemati- 
cally cleaning the country, area 
by area. If it were nct that it 
is impossible to out-fiank guer- 
rilla. pockets whose rear is bazed 
on Bulgaria, Yugoslavia and Al- 
bania, with whom Greece has 
some 600 miles of frontier, they 
would be tleaned up this year. 


But of the 197,000 soldiers 
and officers of the Greek army, 
only some 50,000 can be used for 
combat. Every bridge, air strip, 
power plant and large town re- 
quires a protective garrison. 
Every strategical rodd must be 
swept for mines. 

In Greece one can see the 
advantages possessed by small 
gangs, often in peatant clothes, 
who operate with TNT, dvna- 
mite, time bombs, and small 
mines placed in roads and fields 
and with the strategy of terrer. 
It is not a war of troops against. 
troops, but of order against 
chaos ,of maintenance and re- 
construction against destruction. 

The Scviets, who designed this 
type of war, have boasted that 
no’ regtilar forces can defeat 
guérrillas. But I am convinced 
that Greece, with American mil- 
itary and economic aid, will 
disprove this. And on disprov- 


ing it rests civilization itself.
